tail Dry Goods Association, and 
the American Farm _ Federation, 
whose representatives, in their tes- 
timony before the committee, 
showed they are in perfect har- 
mony in their demand that the 
motor tax must be abolished. 

Appearing before the committee 
aS a member of the Federal tax 
committee of the U. S. C. C., H. H. 
Rice, assistant to the president of 
General Motors, declared that a 
referendum, as far back as 1921, of 
members of the . United States 
Chamber approved the proposal 
that war excise taxes levied in re- 
lation to particular business should 
be repealed. 

Mr. Rice took vigorous exception 
to Secretary Mellon’s use of the 
Tunney-Dempsey fight tickets as an 
illustration of why sales taxes should 
be continued. 

“I will leave to the speakers 
next Monday the answer to the 
astounding suggestion of the 

treasury,” Mr. Rice said, “that 
one article of mannfacture and 
use and one form of entertain- 
ment and education should be 
singled out for permanent peace- 
time sales taxes from which 
everything else has been relieved 
since the war except the long- 
accepted taxes on liquor and 
tobacco.” 

He explained that the referendum 
of 1921 was reaffirmed at the an- 
nual meeting of the chamber in 
1925 and again this year, adding 
that “these taxes should be 
abolished for the reason that the 
inequalities they involve are no 
longer warranted.” 

Mr. Rice pointed out that since 
the war these taxes on particular 
businesses have been repealed, such 
as the excises on railroad transpor- 
tation and by water, telegraph and 
telephone messages, candy, carpets 
and rugs, trunks, jewelry, paintings 
and sculpture, silks, bowling alleys, 
billiard and pool tables, shooting 
galleries, taxes on brokers and many 
others, including automobile truck. 

The three taxes of this character 
still remaining, Mr. Rice explained, 
as a burden on business activities 
are the special taxes on automobile 
Passenger transportation, on thea- 
ter admissions, and on the sales 
of produce for future delivery. 

“The fact that so many of the 
taxes of this character,” he con- 
tinued, “have been repealed, serves 
only to emphasize the discrimina- 
tion against the industries and 
users which are still laboring 
under the handicap of such taxes. 
The opposition of the United 
States Chamber is based on a 
fundamental objection to excise 
taxes and especially to taxes 
which are discriminatory.” 

Mr. Rice asserted that the Tun- 
ney-Dempsey fight and the World’s 
Series are not fair examples of a tax 
which is imposed upon the patrons 
of drama, music and other forms 
of cultural entertainment. - 

“It is about as fair to class these 
together as to place the automobile 
in the same category with pistols, or 
to ame it 4s a Semi-luxury with to- 
bacco,” Mr. Rice added. 

“The automobile long ago passed 
from the non-essential class to 
have become the greatest influ- 
ence of the present day in its ef- 
fect upon the social, educational 
and economic life of the nation. 
Contrary to the railroads being 
injured by the automobile, they 
have shared greatly in the general 

prosperity which the use of the 
automobile has brought in its 
train.” 

The witness called attention to 
the fact that the motorist pays every 
tax that every one else pays, in- 
cluding the corporation taxes, and 
in addition is discriminated against 
by the war excise tax. 

Mr. Rice, disputing the conten- 
tion of Secretary Mellon, declared 
there is no relation between Fed- 
eral highway aid and the excise tax, 
adding that “the former was passed 
before the war without reference to 
such tax, and can stand on its own 
feet for its justification, while the

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farmer is not taxed for the Agri- 
cultural Department directly, nor 
the manufacturer or merchant for 
the Department of Commerce.” 

In conclusion Mr. Rice told the 
committee that the United States 
chamber “stands unequivocally for 
repeal of the remaining war excise 
taxes.” ; 

Representatives of the American 
Farm Federation, in their testimony, 
insisted that the excise taxes should 
be abolished because it is a burden 
generally to the consumers and far- 
mers of the country. 

Chester H. Gray, who appeared 
for the American Farm Feder- 
ation, said that after repealing the 
war time levies on automobiles 
Congress should allow whatever 
surplus remains to be applied to 
the national debt. 

Cc. B. Clark, representing the 
National Dry Goods Association, 
who opposed repeal of the estate 
tax until the war debt is paid, said 
he favored repeal of the taxes on 
automobiles, admissions and stamp 
taxes.

Fundamentals of Business 


a Development 


T A RECENT meeting of industrial leaders in American 
business, J. H. Friedel of the National Industrial Con- 
ference Board spoke on “Management’s Part in Sustaining 
-Prosperity.” In the course of his talk Mr. Friedel laid down 
what may be called the fundamentals of success in develop- 
ing business along the lines that must be followed to meet 
the conditions of modern competition. These suggestions 
apply to all business, and we take pleasure in calling them to 
the attention of readers of the Automotive Daily News :— 

1. Nothing should be done with wages that can 
be done with power and mechanical equipment. 
Wages show no signs of coming down, but there i is a 
trend toward lower power rates. 

2. It is cheaper to prevent waste than to retrieve 
it. Unavoidable waste should be turned into profit- 
able by-products. 

3. The high cost of the unexpected can be 
avoided by adequate planning. 

4. Science is the cheapest and most energetic 
servant of industry. It is being used only to a fraction 
of its possibilities. 

- 5. With competition steadily increasing and 
profit ratios declining, small savings are increasing 
in importance. 

6. Keener competition is placing a greater pre- 
mium than ever on human intelligence and training. 

7. Many problems which heretofore have not 
been overcome by individual effort are yielding to 
group co-operation. 

8. Moderation in business, with moderate but 
steady yield, is proving preferable to hectic spurts of 
activity with their resultant large gains and large 

- losses. 





Highways Preferred 
PEAKING in St. Paul the other day, Ralph Budd, presi- 
dent of the Great Northern Railway, remarked that 
*‘People prefer to ride on the highways and the motor bus 
business will continue to expand for years to come.” 

This is interesting as coming from a railway president, 
and doubly so because the Great Northern was one of the 
first railways to see the possibilities of bus transportation. 
This railway owns the Northland Transportation Company, 
which is one of the largest operators of motor bus lines in 
the whole Northwest. 

The point brought out is interesting in its indication 
that preference as well as utility has a part in the develop- 
ment of motor bus transportation. Other things being equal, 
cost, distance, comfort, etc., most people will prefer to travel 
over the highw ay to shipping aboard a railed carrier. This 
preference is going to be a potent factor in developing motor 
bus transportation. 


Ford dealers from the Detroit ‘district have been per- 
mitted to view several of the experimental cars of the new 
model A line. No doubt the dealers would have been per- 
fectly happy if they could have substituted the word “‘produc- 
tion” for “experimental.” As it was the dealers were 
reported to be enthusiastic over the new Ford infant.

corporations doing business in the 
state from suing on contracts made 
within the state without obtaining 

a certificate. 

Under the New Jersey law when 
a note is made payable at a par- 
ticular place it is to be treated in 
all respects as if made there, with- 
out regard to the place where it is 
dated or delivered.

| Cigar Lighters 


For Cars Good 
Sales Articles 


By C. P. SHATTUCK 


IRACTICALLY every owner of 
a car who smokes, and a 
great many who do not, will buy 

a cigar lighter of some type. 
Those who smoke do not require 
much selling. Those who do not 
can be sold, for their guests and 
friends generally smoke, and it is 
quite easy to sell the non-smoker 
on this basis. 

Suggestions for displaying and 
merchandising the electric type of 
lighter, that which is installed on 
the car, were made in a previous 
article. But there is another type 
which is fast becoming popular and 
it is the portable or pocket type. 
One sees them everywhere. And 
there are types, good, bad and in- 
different. They are bad when they 
won't work. ; 

Any concern in the automotive 
line coming in contact with the 
car owner can sell quantities of 
these pocket types of lighters by 
merely “asking them to buy.” Of 
course the lighter should be shown 
and demonstrated. And it should 
be a quality lighter, one that really 
works and that will give good service 
with the minimum of attention. 

Here is how one dealer moves 
lighters. He secured some lengths 
of fine chain and soldered a lighter 
to each length and secured the 
other end of the chain to the wall 
or other convenient place. No, the 

chains were not used to avoid the 
possibility of some absent-minded 
car owner dropping the lighter in 
his pocket, but to keep the lighter 
in place. 

These lighters were distributed 
about the establishment where the 
customers would see them, and a 
neat white card with black letters 
invited one and all to “Have a 
Light.” There were instructions as 
to how to operate the light. And 
when a prospect operates an item 
successfully he is interested and it 
in them time for the salesman to 
step in and get the money. 

This dealer has by his courteous 
treatment, clean shops and clean 
employees, built up quite a trade 
with women drivers, and as many 
smoke, he stocked some neat and 
high grade lighters. Some of 
these were quite expensive, but 
they moved. This dealer offers to 
have monograms engraved free 
on certain types of lighters and 
with the sale of all he gave ser- 
vice. In other words he told every 
buyer that if they had any trouble 
te bring the lighter in and any 
service needed would not cost 
them a cent.

The first year a handful of men 
worked in an obscure factory at 
West Grand Boulevard and the Via- 
duct, Detroit, to turn out mostly by 
hand methods those first five cars. 
Today more than 100,000 people are 
directly employed tn producing, sell- 

and servicing Chevrolet cars. 
Eleven great factories—exclusive of 
export operatior's—are running to 
capacity to meet the demand for 
Chevrolets. 

The Royal Mail and Baby Grand 
models brought Chevrolet wide 
popularity in the early days, but 
the 490 model, so named because it 
listed at $490, placed the company 
definitely in the field as a volume 
producer of motor cars. That was 
in 1915. That year 70,701 cars were 
built. Shortly afterward the first 
assembly plant began production at 
Oakland, Cal., to supply the West 
Coast. Seven more such plants have 
since been erected, and one is now 
in process of construction at At- 
lanta, Ga. These are located at 
strategic ‘points throughout’ the 
country to render the greatest pos- 
sible service to the car purchaser. 

General Motors took over Chev- 
rolet in 1918, with wide expansion 
following. In 1925 for the first time 
volume exceeded the half million 
mark. The 1926 production was 
732,147 cars and trucks. That record 
was equaled this year on August 12, 
and company officials look forward 
confidently to one million units in 
1927 


W. S. Knudsen, president and 
general manager, commenting upon 
the extraordinary production and 
sales records the company has en- 
joyed in its comparatively short life, 
said it reveals the confidence placed 
in Chevrolet and its cars by the 
public. 

This attitude, Mr. Knudson de- 
clares, is a deep source of gratifica- 
tion to Chevrolet, and in turn places 
the company under obligation to ad- 
here rigidly to the exacting stand- 
ards which the public has learned 
to expect of all Chevrolet products. 
The same policy that marked Chev- 
rolet’s sixteen years of past achieve- 
ment—that policy of turning back 
into the car the manufacturing 
economies resulting from volume 
production—will be continued, Mr.
